Filling:
2 c. chopped meat 1 whole egg
1 sm. onion 1 tsp. butter

ter and place eggs and water into it. Work into flour,
kneading until dough is formed.

Fold dough over, seal edges well with water and drop
gently into boiling salted water. Cook 10 minutes. Drain
well.
